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This year book is dedicated to 
JWrs. C.fMnmn who has been 
the director of mens residence 
for the past IIyears. 
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STEPHEN LEACOCK ONCE SAID: 


“If I were founding a University, I would 
found first a smoking room; then when I had a 
little more money in hand I would found a dor¬ 
mitory; then after that, or more probably with it, 
a decent reading room and a library. After that, 
if I still had more money and I couldn’t use it, 
/ would hire a professor and get some textbooks.” 

The University of Manitoba allows the students 
who choose to live within the residence an amaz¬ 
ing amount of self-government and control. They 
are allowed to elect their own officers; they are 
allowed to discipline their own members. They 
are encouraged to criticize and to contribute. 
They are encouraged to develop programmes and 
ideas that will better the conditions within the 
complex. The University becomes concerned only 
when it feels that property may be damaged or 
that the atmosphere generated in the residence 
is entirely detrimental to the common pursuit of 
education and enlightenment. 

The University has given students the oppor¬ 
tunity to create in the residence a government 
and social system that broadens the attitudes and 
experiences of everyone who comes to it. The 
University is also aware that a misguided resi¬ 
dence could confuse eager minds and developing 
personalities. Every resident thus has a respon¬ 
sibility to keep his corner of the house functioning 
relatively smoothly, to seek new friendships, and 
to help create in a quiet way an “academic” 
community, for this is what a residence is. 




The residents have contributed much in the 
last jew years. They have worked hard to de¬ 
velop a more mature and responsible system of 
government. They have not perfected it, but pro¬ 
gress in that direction is continuing. They have 
also gone outside their closed community. In the 
spring of 1965 the residence played a quiet but 
key role in the “Freeze the Fees" campaign. The 
residence was instrumental in establishing the 
Inter Residence Executive Association which 
eventually led to the long awaited seat on the 
UMSU Council. They worked hard to prompt the 
University into redeveloping Tache Hall. This 
year the University selected the architects. The 
work will go on. 

These residences function well. The people 
who come here, who live here, become a vital 
part of the University. There is then a respon¬ 
sibility on the part of all the residents to find their 
place within the community and to contribute to 
it. The 800 students here can add greatly to the 
University. In the last few years we have begun 
and we must continue to find new roads, new 
interests, and new ways to contribute to a Univer¬ 
sity that is shaking itself from a provincialism 
and conservatism into a vital force in the growth 
and development of this province and this country.

Who else but a residence stu¬ 
dent could say at almost any 
time of night - "Let’s get some 
guys and play volleyball!" and 
be able to do it?
